Léenagion on April 
was the Quebec Act of 1774. 

When it approved the act, the 
Srilisti Parliament pushed the 
boundaries of the Province of 
Quebec southward to the Ohio 
River and west to the Mississi- 
ppt. And that didn’t go over too 
big with folks in Connecticut, 
Massachusetts, New York, Pen- 
nsyivania and Virginia. 

These cutonies all had claims 
on portions of the Old North- 
west that Britain now declared 
to be a part of Quebec. New 
York and Pennsylvania said that 
treaties they had signed with 
Indians gave them title to lands 
In the West. Connecticut, Mas- 
sachusetts and Virginia claimed 
sections on the basis of pre- 
visions in their charters. 

The claims of the colonies 
overlapped one anotner, vut 
they at feast agreed that the 
territory to the west wasn't part 
of Quebec. 

Worsening relations between 
the colonists and Britain had hit 
alow point in December of 1773 
when Bostonians decided te 
protest a despised tax by mak- 
ing a huge teapot out of their 
harbor. Parliament, figuring that 
Britisth authority had to be 
reasserted emphatically, retal- 
iated in 1774 by passing four 
acts which reduced the political 
power of the people and closed 
the port of Boston to com- 
merce. These, the Intolerable 
Acts, were followed by a fifth 
piece of detested 1774 legisla- 
tion — the Quebec Act. 

Besides swelling the size of 
Quebec, the act made French 
civiJ law valid in British courts, 
guaranteed religious freedom 
for French Roman Catholics 
and provided for an appointed

Violence on Television 

It is reported that the average 
American child has spent 20,000 
hours in front of a TV set by the 
time he has reached 18 years of 
age. And during this time he 
has been repeatedly taught that 
violence is a form of enter- 
tainment. Even the comedies on 
Saturday morning often use 
violence to create humor or 
laughter. In 6 out of 10 violent 
acts on TV there is the use of 
weapons and very little defense 
by the innocent victim. This not 
only teaches our youth what 
instruments of violence to use, 
bul also gives them more con- 
fidence in using such an in- 
strument when they expect no 
resistence from iheir victim. 

The National Commission on 
the Causes and Prevention of 
Violence has conctuded, “that a 
constant diet of violent behavior 
on television has an adverse 
effect on human characteristics 
and attitudes. Violence on tele- 
vision encourages violent forms 


ah haknuiors and fosters moral 
So! ochavior, ang fosicrs moras 


and social values about violence 
in daily life which are unac- 
ceptable in a civilized society.” 
Professor Victor Cline of the 
University of Utah in light of 
clear evidence that heavy tele- 
vision watching among children 
leaves them no longer shocked 
or horrified by- violence, has 
concluded that this “means that 
they have developed a tolerance 
for it, and possibly an in- 
difference toward human life 
and suilering. ie : 
Now if scientific investiga- 
tions have linked violence with- 
in our society to the influence of 
television, it is about time we as 
citizens do something about 
solving the problem. Those 
people who will cry that we 
need no more control than the 
knobs on the television sets are 
not being realistic. The growing 


number of uncontrolled per- 


sonal TV sets in the rooms of 
children must be considered. 

Also the number of hours child- 
rea spend in front of a television 
under the control of a babysitter 
who does not share the discern- 
ment of the parents. The prag- 
matic evidence of increasing

WARMWATER FISH REGULATIONS 


The Natural Resources Commission, ai its meviing cn 
August 18, 1975, under authority of Act 230. P.A. 1925, as 
amended, amended the August 11, 1972, order regarding 
warmwater fish regulations to read as follows effective January 
1, 1976. It shall be uniawful to take the following named 
species except during the open seasons and daily limits 
prescribed [stalewide regulations apply unless otherwise 
rectricted!- 

Statewide open seasons on ail waters not otherwise 
closed to fishing shall be from the Saturday preceding 
Memoria! Day through December 31 on largemouth and 
smatimouth bass; May 15 through February on walleye. 
sauger, northern pike, and muskellunge (including tiger 
muskellunge). The daily catch Jimit shall be 5 singly or in 
cambination for largemouth and smallmouth bass, walleye, 
sauger. and northern pike: 1 for muskellunge (including tiger 
muskellunge). 

The above regulations apply except that walleye and 
sauger may be taken at any time from the Detroit and St. Clair 
tivers, Lake St. Clair, and Lake Erie; and that muskellunge in 
Lake St. Clair, St. Clair and Detroit rivers may de taken oniy 
from the first Saturday in June through December 15 of each 
year.

—Michigan lawmakers, with salary 
of $19,000 and expenses of $3,300 are 
paid more than double the national 
average of $9,943; in salary ajone, the 
average is $7,087. ; 

—Michigan legislators put in more 
time on the job than most lawmakers. 
Nationwide, logislatures meet an 
average of 62 days a year, in 
Michigan, lawmakers met about 150 
days in 1975. Ten years ago, 
Michigan lawmakers met about 90 
days a year. 

—Three. legislatures put in more 
workdays last year than Michigan — 
North Carolina, California and Mas- 
sachusetts. 

—Figured on a daliy basis per 
working day, Michigan lawmakers 
will be paid about $145 per working 
day in 1975, compared with about $90 
per day 10 years ago. 

—With all the extras figured in, 
California rates as No. 1 in legislative 
pay, with assembly members at 
about $41,000 and senators at about 
$35,000. 

—In the past 10 years, legislative 
pay and expenses have grown about 
275 percent; in Michigan the growth 
has been about 273 percent. 

—Lowest pay among lawmakers is 
in New Hampshire, where legislators 
are paid $200 every two years, and the 
average work span is 50 days a year; 
that’s $2 per day.

resolute rule in these Colonies 

So it was in 1774 that the 
British declared the Northwest 
Territory to be a part of Quebec, 
five American colonies asserted 
that they had claims on it, and 
Indians said that it was theirs. 
Eventuaily, the British were to 
relinquish their claim in the 
Treaty of Paris, the states were 
to surrender their rights to it to 
the central government, and the 
indians were to give up their 
ownership In a serles of treaties 
with the United States.

Superintendent's Corner 


by Fraser Dean 

At a recent special meeting of the Crawford 
AuSable School Board, three prospective construction 
management tirms were inierviewed by ife Doard. The 
interviews were arranged to help the Board determine 
if, (1) hiring a construction manager for the construc- 
tion of the Frederic Elementary was desirable and if so, 
(2) wno should we hire. 

Construction management is a new trend in 
building construction and has begun to replace the 

hiring vi general contractors who perform the general 
construction and supervise the performance of sub- 
contractors such as electrical, mechanical, painting, 
etc. A construction manager essentially works for the 
owner fora contracted service fee and supervises all of 
the sub-contractors. 

The advantages to hiring a construction manager 
are, (1) savings of money, (2) saving in construction 
time, and (3) often improved quality. 

The money savings comes from ihe ability of ihe 
construction coordinator to cut out the middle man or 
general contractor who usually estimates his bid by 
adding 1010 12% on his cost and 10 to 12% to the bids 
he receives from the sub-contractors. Additional 
savings come from the increased number of bidders 
including local bidders who are able to bid on smaller 
componants of the construction project. Money is also 
saved on sales taxes that a school doesn't have to pay 
out Dut a contractor does. 

The time savings come from the construction 
managers ability to mobilize small contractors to get 
on the job and from their ability to purchase some 
items such as structural steel, boilers, etc., that have a 
Jonger delivery time and not wait tor the bia process. 

The chances for an improved product stem from 
the construction manager's being able to supervise 
every phase of construction and the fact that he would 
not have any financial advantage in substituting a 
cheaper, inferior product without the owner's know- 
ledge. 

Preliminary estimates indicate that the hiring a 
construction manager has moved the completion date 
for the Frederic school up about 5 months with a 
possible completion date of late September as 
opposed to February and an outside completion date of 
December opposed to June.

Rule 23 of Michigan Consolidated Gas Company's

(M.P.S.C. No. 3), approved by the Michigan Public

“Gas Not to be Sub-Metered ior Re-Sale: 

No gas purchased from the Company shall. for the pur- 
nose of re-sale, be sub-metered or re-measured by the 
customer . 

Phase I of the inquiry is for soliciting comments and 
submissions about these problems from the public. Phase 
II will consider data which the Commission has required 
utilities to file, submissions by parties intervening in the 
proceedings pursuant to Commission rules. and recom- 
mendations by the Commission’s Staff.
